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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

GRIND LODGE OF MICHIGAN. 



ARTICLE I. 

OF THE ORGANIZATION OF THE GRAND LODGE. 

Sec. 1. The style of this Grand Lodge shall style, 
be "The Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons of the State of Michigan." 

Sec. 2. The members of the Grand Lodge Members, 
are the Grand Officers, Past Grand Masters who 
are members of subordinate Lodges, and Past 
Masters of any Lodges in this State who are 
members of subordinate Lodges, and who have 
been elected and presided over a Lodge one year 
or more, to be honorary members thereof, with- 
out the right to vote, excepting the last Past 
Master, who shall be a full member thereof, and 
the W. Master, Senior and Junior Wardens of 
subordinate Lodges, or of such representatives 
as may occasionally be appointed in the room of 
Masters or Wardens unable to attend. 

Sec. 3. There shall not be any Grand Lodge How formed, 
opened for work, unless there be present a rep- 
resentation from at least nine subordinate work- 
ing Lodges. 
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Sec. 4. The annual meetings of the Grand 
Lodge shall be held on the second Wednesday in 
January, in such place as may be determined at 
the Grand Annual Communication, at which meet- 
ing the Grand Officers shall be installed. And 
special meetings may be called by the Grand 
Master, but no regulation, affecting the general 
interests of the Craft, shall be changed except at 
the annual meeting. 

Sec 5. The Officers, to be elected by the 
Grand Lodge, are : The Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Senior and Junior Grand War- 
dens, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Visitor and Lecturer, Grand Chaplain, Senior 
and Junior Grand Deacons, Grand Marshal, 
Grand Sword-bearer, Grand Pursuivant, and 
Grand Steward and Tiler. 

Sec 6. The Grand Officers shall be titled 
and rank in the following order, to wit : 

1. The Most Worshipful Grand Master. 

2. The Rt. Worshipful Deputy Grand Master. 

3. The Worshipful Senior Grand Warden. 

4. The Worshipful Junior Grand Warden. 

5. The Most Reverend Grand Chaplain. 
0. The Grand Secretary. 

7. The Grand Treasurer. 

8. The Senior Grand Deacon. 

9. The Junior Grand Deacon. 

10. The Grand Marshal. 

1 1 . The Grand Sword bearer. 

12. The Grand Pursuivant. 

13. The Grand Steward and Tiler. 
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ARTICLE II. 

OF REPRESENTATIVES TO THE GRAND LODGE.

under the seal of the Lodge appointing him, and 
the attestation of the Secretary thereof. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shall be chosen from 
among the members of the Lodge appointing 
them. 

Sec. 3. No Master, Warden, or Represen- Lodge do« 
tative from any subordinate Lodge shall be per- tob * pak1, 
mitted to sit in that capacity in the Grand Lodge, 
at the annual Grand Communication, until all 
the dues from such Lodge, to the Grand Lodge, 
are paid ; provided that a Grand Lodge can be 
otherwise formed. 

Sec. 4. Lodges in the Upper Peninsula, so ^presented 
called, of this jurisdiction, shall have the right 
to be represented by proxies to Brethren, not 
members of their respective Lodges, provided 
such persons shall be members of some Lodge 
in this jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE 111. 

OF ELECTIONS. 

Sec. 1. The M. W. Grand, Master, R. W. Modeof el6e .* 
Deputy Grand Master, W. Senior and Junior S? jES 
Grand Wardens, the M. Rev. Grand Chaplain, 
the Grand Secretary, the Grand Treasurer, and

by ballot, and shall hold their offices for one year, 
and until their successors are elected and installed. 
A majority of all the votes shall be necessary 
to a choice in each case above enumerated.

Lodge (except Masters and Wardens) shall, as 
such, be entitled to one vote, and each subordi- 
nate Lodge represented therein, to three votes, 
which shall be given by the Master and Wardens 
or by their Representatives ; but no Represen- 
tative from a subordinate Lodge shall be allowed 
to vote in each of the respective capacities of 
member and representative, but shall be restric- 
ted to a single vote, as one br the other. 

Lodges u.d. Sec. 5. Lodges U. D. are considered merely 
as Agents, and their officers are not privileged 
with a vote in the Grand Lodge, until the said 
Lodge shall have received its Warrant, and the 
officers thereof been duly installed. They may 
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be allowed to speak to all questions, and shall 
be entitled to the same mileage and per diem 
attendance as Members. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OF THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE GRAND LODGE. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Master has authority to Pewereand

convene the Grand Lodge whenever it shall ap- Mast* defined 
pear to him that the interests of the Craft render 
the same necessary or expedient, and in case of 
the death or removal of a Grand Officer, or the 
refusal of any Grand Officer elect to serve or be 
personally installed therein, he shall have power 
to fill such vacancy by the nomination, appoint- 
ment, and installation of any brother otherwise 
eligible to the same. He is invested with the 
power of granting dispensations at his discretion, 
during the recess of the Grand Lodge, to convene 
any subordinate Lodge at his pleasure ; preside 
therein ; inspect the proceedings of the same, and 
to require a strict conformity to the rules of the 
fraternity. But he is prohibited from making 
Masons at sight. 

Sec. 2. In case of the death or absence of the DeputyGmnd 
Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master shall Marter - 
preside at the meetings of the Grand Lodge, and 
shall exercise all the powers, and become liable 
to perform all the duties of the Grand Master.

He is charged with all the 
correspondence of the Grand Lodge, under direc- 
tion of the Grand Master, and, in conformity 
with the established usages of Masonry, he shall 
attend upon the Grand Lodge or the Grand Mas- 
ter, when required, with all records and papers 
that may be necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness. He shall keep an account of all penalties 
incurred, and report the same to the Grand

Wardens,) in which the same was so rejected. 
It shall be the duty of each Lodge under this juris- 
diction, to communicate all rejections to con- 
tiguous Lodges as well as to the Grand Lodge ; 
accurate records of which shall be kept by each 
Lodge transmitting the same.

Sec. 7. No Lodge can surrender its charter raw 
to the Grand Lodge without first taking the same 
steps at a regular meeting thereof, which, by its 
constitution or by-laws would have been required 
for amendments to said instrument, or for its 
total abrogation ; and that in all cases, written 
notice of the intention to surrender a charter 
should be given to every member of said Lodge, 
within its jurisdiction, at least one month preced- 
ing the regular meeting at which action is pro- 
posed to be had. 

Sec. 8. Lodges are required upon the expul- {J^no'*^ 
sion of a Brother for any other cause than non- S^ntX^ 
payment of dues, forthwith to make a report of Lodge> 
their proceedings in the case to the Grand Secre- 
tary, in order that in the event of an appeal, the

Sec. 9. Any Lodge neglecting to assemble 
for one year, or to make returns and pay its dues 
for two years, shall forfeit its warrant and sur- 
render the same to the Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 10. There shall be no funeral or other 
procession of Masons under this jurisdiction 
except by permission of a regularly constituted 
Lodge or of the presiding officer thereof. 

Sec. 11. The revenues of this Grand Lodge 
shall be derived from the following sources, to 
wit : 

For every warrant to form a new Lodge, $50 00 

For every dispensation to form a new 
Lodge, (to be applied as part of the 
fees for a warrant, in case the Lodge 
shall be warranted at the next meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge.) 20 00 

For a dispensation to confer three de- 
grees at one meeting, 10 00 

For a dispensation to confer any one de- 
gree, 5 00 

For every Grand Lodge certificate, in- 
cluding Secretary's fees, 1 00 

For every person initiated, 1 00 

For every Master Mason from without 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
admitted as a member of a Lodge 
within" the same, 1 00 

Subordinate Lodges shall pay annually 
tor each of its members (honorary 
members, Secretaries and Clergymen

Sec. 12. It ahall be the duty of the committee %£g*** 
of accounts to report to the Grand Lodge annu- 
ally the state of its fonds. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of all Lodges 2££££ n ; 
under this jurisdiction to be particularly careful 
to admit no candidate of bad moral character or 
intemperate habits within their Lodges, and when- 
ever that vice shall appear .among their own 
members, it shall be the duty of the Lodge, forth- 
with, to appoint a suitable committee to wait 
upon such Brother and forewarn him or them of 
the evil consequences, and if not reclaimed, after 
a reasonable time, such Lodge or Lodges shall 
forthwith proceed to make out a summons for 
such offenders, to appear before the Lodge to 
answer for such unmasonic conduct, and unless 
such offender shall satisfy the Lodge that he will 
abandon those habits, (and in that case they may 
stay further proceedings until sufficient opportu- 
nity be given to test the sincerity of the prom- 
ise,) they shall proceed to suspend him for a lim- 
ited time, and when that shall have expired, if 
not reclaimed, then they shall proceed to expel 
him from all the benefits of Masonry. 

Sec. 14. The use of distilled spirits or fer- £72^2.

All warrants for Lodges shall be 
prepared by the Grand Secretary and signed by 
the Grand Officers. 

SL^SS^ 6 Sec. 16. No Lodge or Assembly of Master 
foSSST Masons which shall hereafter be formed within 
the State of Michigan, shall be deemed legal with- 
out the sanction of this Grand Lodge being first 
obtained. Masonic communication either public 
or private between Lodges and their members 
under this jurisdiction, and such illegal Lodge or 
Assembly, and any member or members thereof, 
is strictly forbidden under the penalty ©f expul- 
sion from the Lodge and exclusion from the ben- 
efits of Masonry.

Art. 1. At every communication of this Grand Lodge 
previous to the transaction of business, the Lodge shall be 
opened in proper form. 

Art. 2. The Lodge to be opened within half an hour of 
the time appointed in the constitution, or in the notification 
in the case of an extra meeting, or as soon thereafter as a 
sufficient number shall appear. 

Art. 3. No person shall be admitted in the Grand Lodge 
before his name shall be announced and leave given by the 
presiding officer ; nor shall any Brother be admitted into 
the Grand Lodge, but such as are members, representatives 
or members of a subordinate Lodge, or admitted as a wit- 
ness, petitioner, or by a vote of this Grand Lodge. 

Art. 4. After reading the proceedings of the last meet- 
ing, the appointment of committees shall be first in order ; 
then the presenting and hearing petitions ; the reports of 
committees previously appointed, and the unfinished busi- 
ness ; and no new motion or other business shall be received 
without first obtaining leave of the Grand Lodge, until the 
former k disposed o£ 
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Art. 5. The committees to be appointed at each stated 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, in pursuance of the preceding 
article, are :

Art. 6. All committees shall be appointed by the Grand 
Master, unless otherwise specially directed by the Grand 
Lodge. In case of a ballot, a majority of votes shall be 
necessary to a choice. 

Art. 7. When a member is about to speak, he shall rise 
from his seat, arid respectfully address himself to the " Most 
Worshipful Grand Master." 

Art. 8. If a member, in speaking, or otherwise, shall 
transgress the rules of the Grand Lodge, any member may 
call him to order, and he shall immediately sit down, unless 
permitted to explain. The Grand Master shall decide all 
questions of order, without debate, with the right of appeal 
from his decision to the Grand Lodge, in all cases where the 
imperative charges assented to by the Grand Master at his 
installation are not thereby infringed. And any member 
called to order may be either permitted to proceed, or shall 
be censured, or fined, as may be determined upon. - 

Art. 9. No motion for reconsideration shall be in order, 
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unless made within twenty-four hours after the question 
shall have been decided ; nor shall it be in order, unless 
moved by one of the majority. 

Art. 10. No member or Lodge shall vote on any ques- 
tion in the event of which he or it is immediately interes- 
ted ; nor shall any member vote if he was not present when 
the question was stated. 

Art. 11. Every motion requiring to be recorded, shall 
be in writing. 

Art. 12. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall 
be stated by the presiding officer, or read by the Grand Sec- 
retary, if in writing, and the question of consideration, shall 
then first be decided. 

Art. 13. When the reading of any paper is called for, 
and objected to by a member, it shall be determined by vote. 

Art. 14. No new motion or proposition except to adjourn 
shall be admitted while a question is pending before the 
Grand Lodge. 

Art. 15. No member shall speak more than twice on any 
one subject, unless he obtain the consent of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Art. 16. All reports of committees shall be made in 
writing, and signed by at least a majority of the committee. 

Art. 17. Any of the above By-Laws may be amended, 
or, when necessary, postponed for the time being, on the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the members present, or a 
majority of the Lodges. 

Art. 18. The usual Rules of Parliamentary practice gov- 
erning American legislative bodies are not objectionable in 
Grand or subordinate Lodges, so far as they do not conflict 
with the peculiarities of the Masonic Institution, or with the 
well known prerogatives of its officers

Whereas, It is understood by members of this Grand 
Lodge, that presiding officers of some of the subordinate 
Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, have 
been in the habit of presiding in said Lodges with a regalia 
foreign and entirely unknown to many of its members, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That no presiding officer in any subordinate 
Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, is enti- 
tled to wear any other regalia, except that of a Master Ma- 
son ; and any attempt to introduce any other, is an innova- 
tion upon the long established usages of Masonry, and one 
that cannot receive the sanction of this Grand Lodge, and is 
hereafter expressly prohibited.

Passed, January 14, 1848. 
Resolved, As the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that any 
Master Mason, in good standing, within the accredited juris- 
diction of any subordinate Lodge, and not a member there- 
of, or of any other Lodge, or been rejected by any other 
Lodge, may become a member of any Lodge within the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, if the Lodge applied to 
shall see proper to receive him. 
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VI. 

Passed, January 10, 1850. 
Resolved, As the sense of this Grand Lodge, that Masonic 
usage and principle, would authorize and require a subordi- 
nate Lodge to retrace their steps when found to have acted 
erroneously, therefore, 

Resohed, That any subordinate Lodges under this juris- 
diction, who have incorporated in their By-Laws any provis- 
ion which prohibits said Lodges from reconsidering any 
vote or resolution, be requested to have the same expunged. 

VII. 

Resolved, That one Eepresentative from each subordin- 
ate Lodge which shall be represented in this Grand Lodge, 
be allowed six cents per mile for traveling fees, computing 
one way only, by the most usually traveled route ; and one 
dollar per day for the time he shall actually attend the sit- 
ting of the Grand Lodge, to be paid on the certificate of the 
Auditor of Accounts. 

Provided, That no Representative shall be paid a greater 
amount than the Lodge he represents shall have paid into 
the funds of this Grand Lodge, for the current year. And 
provided also, that no Representative be paid as the Repre- 
sentative of more than one Lodge.

Resolved, That the Grand Officers be paid the same per 
diem and mileage as Representatives.

Passed, January 10, 1850. 
Resolved, That it is necessary for a Master Mason, when 
elected to preside over a Lodge, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, to receive a proper qualification, and that 
qualification shall be, to bind him faithfully and impartially 
to discharge the duties of a Master of a Lodge, together 
with the ancient charges and regulations, as laid down in 
Cross' Monitor and Moore's Craftsman, and nothing more ; 
and that any Present or Past Master, who has received the 
aforesaid qualifications, be authorized to perform the said 
ceremony, when requested. 

IX. 

Passed, January 10, 1850. 
Resolved, That the Grand Lodge respectfully recommend 
to the M. W. Grand Master, that no new Lodge be hereaf- 
ter organized within the distance of ten miles of any other 
Lodge now at work in this jurisdiction, unless for special 
causes shown. 

X. 

Passed, January 9, 1851. 
Resolved, That every Brother ought to be a member 
of some Lodge, nor is it proper that any number of 
Brethren, should withdraw or separate themselves from 
the Lodge in which they are made, or were afterwards 
admitted members, without sufficient cause; although 
the right is an inherent one, and can never be restrained 
by any power whatever; still such, a separation would 
be improper, unless the Lodge becomes too numerous for 
working; in which case a sufficient number may with- 
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draw, with the approbation of their Lodge, in order to 
form a new one. But before application can be made to the 
Grand Lodge, they shall pay all dues to their Lodge, and 
give them notice in writing, that they intend to apply to the 
Grand Lodge for a Dispensation to form a new one. The 
Lodge shall then certify to the Grand Lodge the cause of 
the application, and, at the same time, shall recommend the 
most fitting Brethren, as Master and Wardens, before they 
can obtain the Dispensation.

Passed, January 12, 1854. 
Resolved, That previous to entering upon his duties the 
Grand Visitor and Lecturer shall be examined by the Grand 
Master and Grand Secretary as to his competency for said 
duty, and if he prove himself qualified shall receive from 
them a certificate to that effect, and that without such certi- 
ficate he shall not be entitled to any compensation whatever, 
neither shall he be permitted to lecture to any Lodge in 
this jurisdiction.

W. Granci Visitor and Lecturer showing that the three first 
officers thereof are competent and duly qualified to perform 
the work required of them respectively and that they are 
conversant with the ancient charges and landmarks.

Passed, January 10, 1856. 
Resolved, That the following Masonic clothing and insig- 
nia be established as the standard in this jurisdiction; and 
that all Lodges and Brethren, hereafter procuring new cloth- 
ing, be recommended to have the same made in conformity 
with the following description, to wit : 
JEWELS. 

The jewels of officers of the Grand Lodge, as well as of subordinate 
Lodges, shall be the same as are now in use, of a pattern to be found in 
the Grand Secretary's office. 

COLLARS. 

Of officers of subordinate Lodges, to be of light blue ribbon or velvet, 
four inches bioad. 

The collar of the Grand Master shall be of purple, four inches broad, 
with narrow edge of gold lace, embroidered with acacia and pomegran- 
ate on the outside, and ornamented in the centre with pomegranate 
embroidered in gold. 

Other Grand Officers, present and past, wear collars of purple ribbon, 
four inches broad, with narrow edging of gold lace cord. 

APRONS. 

Entered Apprentice.— A plain white lamb skin or linen, from four- 
teen to sixteen inches wide, twelve to fourteen inches deep, square at 
bottom and without ornament, white strings, with a flap or fall to be 
triangular in shape. 

Fellow Craft. — The same, with the addition only of two sky-blue 
rosettes at the bottom. 

Master Masons.— The same, with sky-blue lining and edging, one and 
a half inch deep, and an additional rosette on the fall or flap, and silver 
tassels. No other color, or ornament, shall be allowed, except to officers 
of Lodges, who may have the emblems of their office, in silver or white, 
in the centre of the apron. 

Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge, present and past. — Aprons of 
the same dimensions, lined with purple, and ornamented with gold and 
blue strings ; they must have the emblems of their office in gold or blue, 
in the centre. 
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The apron of the Deputy Grand Master to have the emblem of hi* 
office in gold or embroidery, in the centre, and the pomegranate and 
lotus alternately embroidered in gold, on the edging. 

The apron of the Grand Master is ornamented with the blazing sun, 
embroidered in gold, in the centre ; on the edging, the pomegranate 
and lotus, with the seven-eared wheat at each corner, and also on the 
fall, all in gold embroidery ; the fringe of gold bullion. 

The Masters and Past Masters of Lodges to wear, in lieu and in the 
place of the three rosettes on the Master Mason's apron, perpendicular 
lines upon horizontal lines, thereby forming three several sets of two 
right angles, the length of the horizontal lines to be two inches and a 
half each, and of the perpendicular lines one inch; these emblems to be 
of ribbon, or silver, half an inch broad, and, if ribbon, of the same color 
of the lining and edging of the apron. If Grand Officers, similar 
emblems, of Garter-blue or gold, 

XVIII. 

Passed, January 16, 1856. 
Besohed y That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that 
section IX, article 5, of the Constitution, be so construed 
that there shall be in fact an examination in open Lodge, of 
each candidate for advancement, separate and distinct from 
all or any examinations during the conferring degrees. 

XIX. 

Passed, January 10, 1856. 
Resolved, That the amendment to section 4, article II, of 
the Constitution, adopted at this session of the Grand Lodge, 
be so construed as to require the appointment of proxies 
from the Upper Peninsula, in the precise manner prescribed 
by section 1 of the same article of the Constitution. 

XX. 

Passed, January 16, 1856. 
Re$olv*d, That subordinate Lodges have disciplinary con- 
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tool over non-affiliated Masons residing within their respec- 
tive accredited jurisdictions, and that they have a right to 
dhmand and receive dues from such non-affiliated Masons, 
and to suspend them for the non-payment of the same.

Article I. The officers of this Lodge shall consist of a' 
Master, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Secre- 
tary, Senior Deacon, Junior Deacon, and Tiler, all of whom 
shall be elected annually, by ballot, at the next regular 
meeting preceding December 27th, and' a majority of all 
the votes cast shall be necessary for an election. 
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Akt. 3, The regular meetings of this Lodge shall be held 

oil the day of . The hour of assembling shall 

be o'clock, — M. 

Art, 3. All applications for initiation or for membership 
shall be made in writing, signed by the petitioner, specify- 
ing his age, residence and occupation, and recommended by 
two members of the Lodge ; they shall be presented at a 
regular meeting, and if received, be referred to a committee 
of three members for inquiry and report, and lie over until 
the next regular meeting ; provided "that no candidate shall 
be balloted for unless his petition shall have been referred 
ten days. 

Art. 4, The fees for conferring the degrees of this Lodge 

shall be dollars.* A unanimous vote must be had in 

fiwor of the applicant for each degree, or for admission to 
membership ; and in no case shall a ballot be taken until 
the money required for the fee shall be in actual deposit. 

Atix, 5. After a petition has been received and noted 
upon the minutes, it shall not be withdrawn without the 
consent of three-fourths of the members present. If only 
one hhivk ball appears, a second ballot may be taken, but 
shall a third ballot be had. 

Art. 6. Every candidate for passing or raising, shall, 
before the degree is conferred, be examined in open Lodge, 
iu the degree already taken, and shall be found to possess a 
competent knowledge of that degree, before he progress. 

Art, 7. Each member shall pay annually the sum of — - 
dollars into the funds of the Lodge, at or before the regular 
meeting for the election of officers. 

•ISV I. - man fifteen. 
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Art. 8. Any member who shall be in arrear for one 
year's dues shall be suspended ; and if, within a reasonable 
time thereafter, he does not remove the suspension by the 
payment of the dues, he shall be expelled. 

Art. 9. Any member in good standing (not in arrear for 
dues,) shall be entitled to a Diploma, on proper application, 
and paying the Secretary one dollar for the use of the Lodge. 

Art. 10. The Master and Wardens shall be, ex-officio, a 
committee of Charity, and have power, during recess of the 
Lodge, to draw orders on the Treasury for any sum not 
exceeding dollars, for the relief of any one applicant. 

Art. 11. No Brother shall be suspended or expelled for 
un-Masonic conduct of any description whatever, except for 
the non-payment of dues, unless it be upon written charges 
and specifications, made out and filed with the Secretary, 
who shall furnish the accused Brother a copy thereof, (if of 
a nature to be reduced to writing,) at least ten days previous 
to the trial, with notice of the time and place of trial. It is 
the privilege of the accused to take any proof or testimony 
to be heard in evidence that he may desire, upon giving 
three day's notice to the Master of the Lodge ; and in all 
eases when the hearing comes on, the whole testimony shall 
be reduced to writing, and be carefully preserved by the 
Secretary of the Lodge. Provided, That when a Brother, 
charged as aforesaid, shall abscond, proceedings may be had^ 
in his absence, without notice. 

Art. 12. Any Brother feeling himself aggrieved by the, 
decision of the Lodge, pronounced against him, may, at any 
time within one year thereafter, take an appeal to the Grand 
Lodge ; and on his application, it shall be the duty of the 
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Secretary to make out and forward to the Grand Secretary 
a certified copy of the proceedings had in his case, with the 
original testimony, so far as the same shall have been 
reduced to writing. 

Art. 13. The W. Master shall, at the time of his instal- 
lation, appoint a standing committee of three members of 
the Lodge, whose duty it shall be to take cognizance of the 
conduct of Brethren within the jurisdiction of the Lodge — 
reconcile difficulties that may arise among the Brethren, — 
and, when proper, prefer charges and specifications for the 
action of the Lodge. 

Art. 14. When the Lodge is opened, the following order 
of Business shall be observed : 1st — Reading of the minutes. 
2d — Reading and referring petitions. 3d — Receiving 
reports of committees, 4th — Balloting for candidates or 
for admission. 5th — Conferring degrees. 6th — Receiving 
and considering resolutions. 7th — Considering unfinished- 
business. 8th — Disposing of such other business as may 
lawfully come before the Lodge. 

Art. 15. Any Brother becoming a member of this Lodge, 
shall express his assent to these By-Laws by subscribing* 
his name thereto. 

Art. 16. No alteration or amendment of these By-Laws 
shall be made, unless the same be proposed in writing, at a- 
regular meeting, when it shall be entered upon the minutes 
pud lie over until the next regular meeting, when it shall 
require the sanction of three-fourths of the members pres- 
ent, and the approval of the Grand Lodge, for its adoption..

Resolved, That permission be and is hereby given to 
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Northville Lodge No. 47, to hold their meetings at Plym- 
ovth corners instead of Northville.

Passed, January 15, 1857. 

Resolved, That in all cases where the By-Laws of a sub- 
ordinate Lodge provide for balloting for candidates, a single 
member can only object to the initiation of candidates in 
the manner provided for in those By-Laws. 

Resolved, That at any time before the initiation of a can- 
didate, upon the objection of any member of the Lodge, 
vpon the statement of his reasons for said objection, the 
Lodge may determine as to whether he shall be initiated or 
not.

Passed, January 15, 1857. 
Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be authorized and 
directed to have seven hundred copies of the Constitution of 
this Grand Lodge printed and bound, and that two copies 
be sent to each Lodge, and that he be directed to sell the 
same at cost price to any Master Mason applying for the 
same.

Passed, January 16, 1857. 
Resolved, That it is the right of all Lodges working under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge to admit or reject visit 
ing Brethren, as they in their discretion may deem best.

Resolved, That hereafter this Grand Lodge will not grant 
a Charter or Warrant, unless the petition praying for the 
same shall be accompanied by satisfactory evidence that 
they, have, or can secure, a suitable place for holding meet- 
ings.
